2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows or suggests a lamp 
comprising, in addition to other limitations of the claim, a protective sleeve composed of 
neodymium. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 1 , claims 2-3 are also 
allowable. 

4. Regarding independent claim 6, the prior art of record neither shows or suggests 
a lamp comprising, in addition to other limitations of the claim, a protective sleeve 
composed of neodymium. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 6, claims 
7-9 are also allowable. 

5. Regarding independent claim 1 0, the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests a lamp comprising, in addition to other limitations of the claim, a protective 
sleeve comprising an effective amount of neodymium to result in an improved color 
rendering index when compared to conventional lamps with sleeves that are devoid of 
neodymium. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 10, claims 4-5 and 11- 
12 are also allowable.
